Ais you may have noticed, THE 0.U.5. Version 2.0 is supplied on cassette. In order to be able 
to use it you must first transfer it to disk. To do this, just follow the instructions below... 


#1 Format a new disk. It must have at least 12 blocks free in order to transfer THE 0.U.5. 
correct ly. 

#2 Clear the computer nenory with NEW [ENTER]. 

#3 Select which disk drive the files are to be transfered to by using RANDOHIZE USR 100: GOTD =. 


#4 Put THE 0.0.5. tape in a tape recorder and load using the LOAD “” command. It will load 5 
Files in FAST LOAD then transfer then to disk. It takes less than 5 ninutes to transfer the 
Files and it will automatically run when it is Finished. 


#) When the files are transfered, label the disk and put a write protect sticker. 


If you wish to wake a backup copy, you can either repeat the above steps or use the HOVE ALL 
FILES found in THE D.U.S. Version 2.0. If something should happen to the nain disk or the backup 
you will still have the tape version, so don’t worry about that.
